tained in the caverns of the ocean ! of 
the many millions of individuals be- 
longing to every species of vegetables, 
of which 50,000 different species have 
already been discovered, and ol the 
number of trees, shrubs, flowers, and 
plants of every description, which have 
flourished since the creation ! of the 
countless myriads of the lower animals, 
and of the human species, which have 
been brought into existence since the 
commencement of time, and of these 
which arc yet to appear in regular suc- 
cession till time shall be no more ! of 
the immense variety of movements, 
adjustments, ant! adaptations, connect- 
ed with the structure of an animal bo-

single eye ! And if the multiplicity 
of objects iji one world overwhelms our 
powers of conception and cornpnlauon, 
h-..«v,- mnch more the number and varie- 
ty of beings and oper.M'.'iiis ronncrteU 
with the economy of millions of worlds. 


(led by t?ie light of prophecy, it carries 
us forward to those Millennial days,

Superstitions of the Swiss Peasantry.— 


There is, perhaps, no canton of Switz- 
erland where superstition lias cast 
deeper roots than in that of the Gri- 
sons. 
Like the peasantry of Germany, 


they scrupulously consult the signs of 
the almanac before they undertake tiny 
thing they consider of importance; 
bueh as sotting, planting, cutting of 
trees, bleeding, cupping, vaccinating, 
kc. 
I'ut if the most important season 


for them to dive into f u t u i i t y is Christ- 
mas Eve. and they employ an endless 
variety of devices to obtain this inte- 
resting result. This ib especially the 
case w i t h such damsels as have passed 
the ominous limit of their twenty-fifth 
birth-day, w i t h o u t having met with a 
husband, and who are now naturally 
anxious lo ascertain whether, and in 
what manner, this supreme felicity is 
to fall to their lot during the ensuing 
year. 
For this purpose they put heaps 


of salt or bran in such places as are in- 
accessible to light; they bawl up the 
chimney; throw their slipper back- 
wards; draw cards; open their psalter 
at random by means of a pin ; pour 
melted lead or the white of an eg-g into 
water; pull a piece, of wood from the 
fire; walk about the village green, or 
even the church yard ; and, from the 
peculiar 
appearances 
they observe, 


foretell all they wish lo know. 
A wo- 


man must be excessively ugly to re- 
nounce the hope of being ultimately re- 
lieved from that state of single blessed- 
ness which seems so irksome to these 
simple people ; and a quarter of a cen- 
tury of annual disappointment does not 
cool their conjugal ardour, and make 
them renounce these fooleries. 


The surest and best omen, however, 


is to see their future suitor in a dream. 
To effect this, the expectant, without 
uttering a word, fetches salt, flour, and 
water from three different houses, and 
at midnight makes from these ingre- 
dients a small cake, which she eats he- 
fore going lo bed. This cake being 
very highly salted, and the heated im- 
agination of the person rendering the 
blood feverish, it is natural that she 
should fee! thirsty the next morning, 
and express a desire lo drink before 
she goes to viark.

The. Post in India.—On my return to 


Sheravaraya, I found a letter 
from 


?\iaclras waiting for me at the bunga- 
low : it had been forwarded from Sa- 
lem, to which place, as to oihcr sta- 
tions occupied by Europeans, there is 
an established post. The mail bags are 
carried by men, who run, singly, ten or 
fourteen miles each, having no other 
weapon for defence than a staff with a 
few links of iron chain at the upper 
end, whose sound, ihey say, frightens 
serpents out of their path : at night they 
frequently carry a lighted faggot of 
eiyhl or ten feet in length, whose blaze 
enables them to choose their way.— 
Nothing was more common, in what- 
ever direction i traversed the country, 
ihan day and night to be passed or met 
by these posts at full trot, who, in the 
south of India, are usually called Tap- 
pals: in the north they are called 
Dawks.—These mails, at an average, 
are carried ahuut a hundred miles in 
twenty four hou'-s ; and the letters arc 
elvir^d aiH>ut i'uur anas, or six pence, 
every bundled mile*..

Any discovery that is made relative 


to the history of our globe, and the va- 
rious changes it has underwent, may 
not be unimportant to the Inquiring 
mind.

Our Gnat Cifica.—In all our great ci- 


ties, the females are more numerous 
than the males. 
The average of our 


Philadelphia,Bahimore,Charleston and 
NewOrleans,gives 10S females to every 
100 males, while the average of the 
whoie United States gives but 67 fe- 
,males to every J09 mules, mahingthe fe- 
males in our cities about 12 per cent, 
more numerous than in the country at 
large. 
This great excess of fern air 


population in our large cities, is to be 
attributed in part to the fact that many 
of the males are engaged in occupa- 
tions in which there is unusual ri.sk of 
life. 
Our seamen for example are ta- 


ken principally from the towns on the 
coast. 


This, however, does not account for 


the whole difference, for it is a singular 
fact, that in every one of the above men- 
tioned cities, among the children under 
sixteen years of age, whereof course 
the cause referred to does not operate, 
the females are more numerous than 
the males, while in every state in the 
Union, the fact is the reverse; and in 
the new states especially, the excess of 
the males among the children is very 
great. In the states of Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri, 
for example, all of which have been re- 
cently settled, there are among the chil- 
dren under ten years of age 76,067 boys, 
and 70,033 girls, that is, for every 100 
boys there is only 92 girls ; in the old 
states of New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, and the District of 
Columbia, there arc 158,113 boys, and 
153.384 girls; that is, for every 100 
boys there are 97 girls, while in our six 
largest cities, there are under ten years 
of age 38,319 boys, and 38,223 girls, 
that is for every 100 boys there is near- 
ly 100 girls.

liberally heaped upon them ? Let a 
single statement ol'facts answer. 


A numerous class of the community, 


many of them high in office, and to 
say the least, respectable for talents and 
worth, believe the Sabbath to be a di- 
vine institution, which they are bound 
by the law of God to keep sacred—they 
believe that the proper observance of 
this day is fraught with the richest 
blessings to nations as well as individ- 
uals, and that a general desecration of
